The Democratic primaries 


yesterday left everything in doubt, and 


none of the swarming crowd of politicians 


who surged in and about the 
doors of the Convention Hall this morning 
and filled Washington and Jefferson avenues 
fora block each way were willing to put any 
large sums of money on their candidates. 
The returns indicated that Bannerman led, 
with DeMenii second and Bernheimer and 
Noonan close together at the end. 

DEMENIL’S ESTIMATE. 

Mr. DeMenil, with a face as pale as if he 
had been up all night. but with manner as 
suave and self-controlled as ever, stood in a 
corner of the saloon under the conven- 
tion hall, shaking hands with friends 
ho came up to him, and talking confiden- 
tially with a few. He said: 

J delleve Ishall be nominated—if not on 
the first ballot, in any event in case of a dead - 
lock. I find that I have made no animosities, 
and if a break comes itis going my way.

‘*Bannerman has got about ninety votes 
right now, I don’t know how many he’ll have 
when the convention meets.

At 12:10 o’clocK Chairman Lutz presented 
Judge Henry D. Laughlin, thé temporary 
chairman, He took the gavel and asked the 
delegates to take of their hats. 
He said the city was to be 
congratulated on the character of the men 
sent to the convention to perform a public 
trust. The welfare of the city depended 
upon the character of the man placed at the 
head of the ticket.

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A ROPE’S END. 


Wm. Coy’s Atonement for the 
Brutal Murder of John Whalen. 


How He Was Led to Confess the 


Cruel Crime. 


SOME ONE EKNEW HIS SECRET AND 
HAD FOUND THE BODY. 


He Cherged His Victim With Injuring 
Him, but the Jury Did Not Believe His 
Stor7—A Missing School Teacher—The 
Postmaster at Bedford, Io-, Found 
Short and Relteved— What Other Crim- 


nals Have Den». 


PITTSFIELD, Mass., March 3.—Wm. Coy, the 
murderer of John Whalen, was hanged at 
10:43 this morning. 

William Coy and his wife lived in a miser- 
able shanty on a lonely mountain road in the 
village of Washington, some sixteen miles 
from Pittsneld. John Whalen boarded 
with the couple and both men were 
employed as section hands on the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 

On the 28th day of August, 1891, Mrs. Coy 
left her home and went to Albany. The 
next day Coy and Whalen quit work at non 
and going to Pittsfield went on a spree. In 
the evening they started to return home, 
Whalen the most intoxicated of the two, and 
Coy left him and returned to Pittsfield: At 
midnight Coy sought his home. 

Whalen was not seen alive after he left the 
train, and when he was missed Coy told the 
story that he had gone West. 

Coy went to Albany to meet his wife, and 
while in that city bought several expensive 


presents. paying forthem from a large roll 
of bills. They returned to Washington, the 
story of his extravagant purchases vegan to 
be noised about, and then his wife for some 
unexplained reason refused to live in the 
shanty. 

An investigation was begun which resulted 
in Coy being arrested on suspicion of havin 
killed Whalen. This was on Zet. 12, 1891. an 
on the day following a hunter's dog discov- 
— the body buried in the woods back of the 

OUse. 

The body was horribly mutilated, and had 
been d ragged from the shanty in the dark of 
hight and doubled up and half buried. The 
tracks of biood led to the house, and traces 
of blood were found in the bed-room that 
Whalen occupied, while a piece of the carpet 
Was missing, having been cut out. 

Coy at first denied the killing, but finally 
confessed committing the deed, insisting that 
it was done in a quarrel over his discovery 
that Whalen was intimate with and intended 
to elope with his wife. 

This was the main line of the defense at the 
trial in March, 1892, but the elopement story 
was not credited by the jury, and a verdict of 
murder in the first degree returned. 

Coy was sentenced to be hanged on Jan. 27, 
1893, but through the efforts of his counsel a 
reprieve was granted until Feb. 24. Then 
anattempt to secure a new trial falling an 
effort was made to secure a wait of error in 
the Supreme Court on law points. This falli- 
ing counsel -invoked the Governor and Ex- 
ecutive Council do grant a reprieve till 
March 3, which at the eleventh hour was 
done. A second attempt to get a reversal of 
judgment in the Superior Court was denied 
last Saturday. 

Mrs. Coy left the Berkshire district soon 
after the trial, and did not see her husband 
afterwards. She is said to be married again 
and in South America. 

A few days ago in his cell Coy told this 
gruesome incident of the tragedy. 

When I had killed Whalen I dragged his 
body out into the yard, severed the legs, and 
mode two trips withituptothe edge of the 
woods, where I crossed the legs upon the 
breast, and covered the whole with dead 
leaves. Iwas drunk whenl did that job; if 
I hadn’t been 1 wouldn’t be here now to 
swing, for I'd have confessed the killing in- 
stead of hiding it. 

But when | got over my drunk the mur- 
der haunted me, and 1 couldn't sleep. One 
night in the week following the killing I was 
half trantie in my mind, and I laid awake 
tilldaybreak. Something made me go up to 
the edge of the woods where I had hidden 
the body. Idon’t know what it was that 
made me do it. I was terribly afraid of 
something, I didn’t know what. 

‘*So in the faint light of the morning I went 
across the pasture to where I'd left the body. 
I found the spot easily enough, and I stooped 
down and removed the covering of dead 
leaves. 

‘*Then I noticed something that just about 
downed me. Instead of resting crosswise on 
the breast, where I had put them, as I well 
remembered, Whalen’s legs lay one on each 
side, against the body. Iwas so scared that 
Icouldn’t move, for I knew somebody must 
have discovered the corpse. 

„Finally, when the terror had left me a lit- 
tle Itook the body further upthe mountain 
path and more into the woods. There I bur- 
ied it three feet deep several days later. But 
somebody must have disturbed that corpse. ’’ 
the murderer sald in conclusion, and that’s 
why I know somebody knew of Whalen’s be- 
ing dead, and that is why I broke down and 
confessed.’’ 


JOSE GABRIEL HANGED.

Gabriel, a half-breed mission Indian 50 years 


old, was hanged here this morning for the 
murder of Mr. and Mrs. Geisser near Otey, 
San Diego Co. Gabriel was employed asa farm 
laborer vy Geisser, and one night hid be- 
hind the door, and when the old couple en- 
tered the house beat them to death.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 3.—The Stone 
under-ground wire bill was defeated in the 
Senate by a vote ot 18 to 9. Senator Stone 
spoke nearly an hour and closed 
with a strong assault on the 
majority report. He said it was 
a remarkable production, which in reality 
was no report at all. Senator Burks was 
offended by Senator Stone’s remarks, and 
the understanding is he will rise to a question 
of personal privilege before evening. 

The test came up on Mr. Stone’s motion to 
send the bill to engrossment, 

A roll call was demanded and the motion 
was voted down by a vote of 18 to9. The 
Senators present voted as follows:

IN CORPORATION CLUTCHES. 


LIKE THE SENATE THE HOUSE HAS BEEN CA - 
TURED BY LOBBYISTS. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 3.—The lower 
branch of the Missouri Legislature, like the 
Senate, has been captured by the agents of 
the pass and frank givingcorporations. In 
the House late yesterday afternoon the 
**fellow-servant’’ bill, introduced by Davis 
of Buchanan County, was buried by a vote of 
87 to 69. It was on a motion to give the billa 
third reading that this decisive vote was re- 
corded. Jim Moore, a Republican member 
from Laclede County, who has little difficulty 
leading the Democratic majority when a 
bill ahned at the corporations is up, led 
the disastrous assault on the measure and he 
won as he always does. When it comestoa 
matter affecting the interests of railroad cor- 
porations political lines are never drawn. 
Members whoinveigh against the railroads 
during a campaign are the first to yield to 
the arguments of such skilled lobbyists as 
Col. W. H. Phelps and Col. John H. Carroll, 
representing respectively the Missouri 
Pacific and the C., B. & Q. systems. Col. 
Phelps has been ably assisted throughout by 
John H. Flanagan of Jasper County, who 
wasa Republican memberof the Assembly 
four years ago. ae 

The bill defeated yesterday was the measure 
particularly desired by the Raliroad em- 
ployes’ combined associations. They dia not 
like the omnibus bill, which is still pending, 
having been ordered to engrossment. This 
bill includes all employers using dangerous 
machinery, not even excepting the farmers 
who use portable engines for running their 
thrashing machines. The Dill, it is under- 
stood, was loaded down with amendments to 
secure its defeat; in fact, the railroad 
lawyers, or promoters, as they are called, 
do not deny it. The Davis bill applied only 
to steam and street railroads, and it 
required some hard lobby work to 
kill it. Cols. Phelps and Carroll 
worked. as they never worked before 
and when it was defeated they rushed with 
smiling faces to the telegraph office to flash 
the news to their respective companies. 
They did their work well, as the sentiment 
inthe early part of the session was almost 
overwhelmingly in favor of the Dill. Rall 
road passes and other considerations have a 
most potent effect even on country members 
ofthe Assembly who always claim that the 
most vicious legislative tactics are confined 


to the city members.

FARMER WARD’S OBJECTION. 

The session of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee last evening was not at all uninter- 
esting. Chairman Ward of Stoddard County, 
the Chairman of the House Committee on 
Agriculture, was present to object to a re- 
duction of an appropriation for the state 
Board of Agriculture. The committee was 
disgusted with the board when it saw the re- 
port of Secretary Levi Chubbuck, containing 
900 pages of matter, most of which was 
made up of matter clipped out of country 
newspapers concerning farmers’ institutes. 
A feature of the report was the apostrophe 
tothe hog. In writing about the hog Secre- 
tary Chubbuck was seized witha poetic in- 
spiration and fired of a poem lauding the 
swine species of the animal kingdom into 
the skies. The essay and poem have already 
been reproduced in the Post-DISPATCH and 
Mr. Chubbuck was duly given his position in 
the ranks of the marvelous poets. 

Farmer Ward’’ thought the report was 
a good one and that the poem was a long 
delayed and eminent tribute to a much 
abused animal. The Appropriations Com- 
mittee had to set apart $10, for 
printing Mr. Chubbuck’s remarkable ‘report 
and reasoned that poetry at that rate came 
high, hence the movement to cut down the 
estimates. Atthe meeting last night, Mr. 
Ward said it would be ashameto reduce the 
appropriation as the farmers all wanted the 
board upheld. In his speech he made 
a point that aroused the ire of Chairman 
Joseph Rust of the committee. He said: 
Gentlemen. you have allowed the Gov- 
ernor $17,000 for the year's contingent ex- 
psnses for the mansion, which the ple in 
my county will not like. They will feel more 
displeased if we are deprived of a fair pro- 
portion for the Board of Agriculture.’’ 

in reply Mr. Rust sald he could not under- 
stand why any complaint should be made 
over the action of the committee in giving 
the Governor such a small allowance for con- 
tingentexpenses. If itis not allowed,’’ he 
suid, 'the Governor will not be able to keep 
up the mansion. He cannot doit out of his 
salary, and no fair-minded person should 
ask it. If the amount is not allowed the 
Governor will have to abandon the mansion 
and rent a three-room cottage somewhere in 
town for himself and family. The commit- 
tee adjourned without taking any action on 
Mr. Woods’ appeal. 

EAST SIDE vs. ST. LOUIS. 

The meeting of the House Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence night 
was exceedingly lively the 
time it was opene by Chairman 
Paul Moore until the close. The Lyman Dill 
amending the Stone pool law so as to permit 
the selling of pools on outside races, during 
the regular meetings on tracks in this State 
was the subject under consideration and a 
good-szed crowd was present to hear the 
arguments. Mr. Rolla Wells appeared for 
the St. Louis Jockey Club championing the 
bill, while ex-City Counselor Leverett Bell 
and Thomas B. Harvey of St. Louis appeared 
on the opposition side. In his remarks Mr. 
Wells told the committee of the monopoly 
enjoyed by the East side track. He reflected 
strongly on that track and said that he 
would rather be seenin almost any disrep- 
utable company than on the track across the 
river from St. Louls. 

Attorney Harvey began to question him, 
and a hot fire of cross words followed which 
at times became exceedingly personal. 
Among other things Mr. Wells spoke about 
the newspapers, and said he could have re- 
ceived any number of honorable notices if he 
had seenthem. Inthe discussion Mr. Wells 
said he had been approached bya business 
representative of a St. Louis paper, who 
wanted a bribe. He said he refused the bribe 
and that the same man went to the opposi- 
tion and the sunday following came out 
against the Lyman bill. 

Ex-Counselor Bell said that the abolish- 
ment of ool alley had resulted in much 
good in St. Louls and that the law should be 
allowed tostandasit is. He said anc in- 
sisted that the passage of the law would 
injure racing, because it would encourage 
fakirs to start alleged tracks ana sell pools 
within them all the year round on the outside 
races. Thecommittee decided after all to 
report the bill favorably, which gives it a 
good chance of passage, as it has already 
passed the Senate, Representative Ferguson 
of St. Louis fought the bill and will hand in a 
minority report. 

REPORTED FAVORABLY. 

At the meeting of the Senate Committee on 
Criminal Jurisprudence last night it was 
almost unanimously decided to report favor- 
abiy the bill creating the office of Excise 
Commissioner for St. Louis, with power to 
pass on all saloon licenses. 

Senator McGinnis was the only member of 
the committee who dissented and he did so 
on the gronnd that it was class legislation 
and unfair to the people of St. Louis.

The Michigan Man, Arrestei in St. Louis 
for Bigamy, Gets Away. 


Chief of Police Harrigan received a letter 
to-day from Alex.

He took up with Kitty O'Malley, she claiming 
that they were married, she not knowing 
that he had another wife. He led a dual life, 
dividing his time when not on the road be- 
tween the two women. He finally got into 
trouble with his employers and left michigan 
and came to St. Louls. bringing Kitty O' Mal- 
ley with him.

What the Force Brothers Say of Julia’s 
Ftatements in Her Diary. 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 8, — In connection 
with the remarkable statements contained 
in the diary of Miss Julia Force, who killed 
her two sisters last Saturday, it is interesting 
to compare them with her family’s views of 
the same events. Her brothers say: 


„On allother subjects She was rfectly 
reasonable, but her mad idea that her own 
mother and sisters were against her poisoned 
all her life and made her morose, discon- 
tented andsour. It grew h her to such 
an extent that she became sulting in her 
manner towards them. Six Years ago Miss 
Julia conceived the notion of becoming a 
trained nurse and devoting her 
whole life to works of charity. 
This notion was discouraged by 
her family, but the opposition offered by her 
family only made her the more determined. 
She declared her intention of withdrawing 
from the world and consecrating her whole 
life to good works and the relief of suffering 
humanity. Her brothers, sisters and mother 
strongly opposed her entering such a life, but 
in the face of their opposition she went to 
Peecskill, N. I., where she entered St. 
Mary’s Sisterhood, an Episcopal training 
school for hospital nurses. 

Last November Mrs. A. W. Force was 
faken seriously Hl. The physicians told her 
husband and family that her fllness was 
fatal, and that she would die. Miss Julia had 
been very strongly devoted to her sister-in- 
law, and now her brothers found an oppor- 
tunity to induce her to come tome, which 
they had so long tried to do. They wrote to 
her tocome tothe bedside of her brother’s 
wife and nurse her back tolife. Where a hun- 
dred other appeals had been fruitless this one 
availed. In a very few days after her re- 
turn from Peekskill it was noticed that Miss 
Julia had not forgotten her old foolish idea, 
and it became plain that she now enter- 
tained it with more bitterness than ever. It 
was thought remarkable indeed that she 
should cherish for six years in absence her 
foolish idea regarding her mother and 818 
ters. 

About a fortnight after her return home 
Miss Julia showed how strong was her hat- 
red for her mother and sisters by refusing to 
take her meals with them, She invariably 
had her meals sent to her room, or, if not 
that, she would eat after the other mem 
bers ofthe family had dined. She rarely 
spoke to her mother and sisters. She lived 
apart from the other members of the family, 
nursing herimaginary wrongs. She acted 
without consulting the judgment of any one. 
Ifshe happened tospeakto her mother or 
sisters it would be in an insulting tone. 

Matters came near reaching a climaxa 
month ago. One day she entered her 
mother’s room and became furiously angry 
on account of some fancied slight that 
her mother had put upon her by 
showing her younger sisters greater 
consideration than herself. In her tury 
she hurled her aged and feeble mother 
against a table, hurting her consid- 
erably. Her treatment of her younger sis- 
ters was about as hostile on account of her 
imaginary wrongs. Although she was ex- 
ceedingly bitter towards them they did not 
fear her in the least, and had no idea that 
her hostility would take the form of 
violence.’’

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VICE-PRESIDENT-ELECT STEVENSON RE- 
CEIVES INDIVIDUALS AND CLUBS. 


Cabinet Members Gathering at the Cap- 
ital Ready to Take Up Their Work— 
Final Preparations for the Ceremony 
of Installing a New Chief Bxecutive— 
Mr. Cleveland Leaves the Details in 
the Bands of the Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Those residents of 
Washington who have faith in Mr. OCleve- 
land’s ability to bring sunshine at will were 
sorely puzzled this morning to explain the 
sudden and unfavorable change in the 
weather. Yesterday was all but an ideal 
spring day. The sun shone brightly and the 
air was just cool enough to make walking 
enjoyable. But early risers this morning 
saw a changed condition of things. The sun 
was obscured by rain-laden clouds and the 
indications were that the day would 
prove to be quite as disagreeable as yester- 
day was beautiful. The superstitious ex- 
plained the unfavorable change by saying 
that this was the last day of Harrison 
weather, thatthe President was going to 
call on the President-elect, and consequently 
the rain had come to greet him just as it had 
come at his inauguration and for almost 
every public function in whith he bad since 
taken part and that Cleveland weather“ 
would set in later. 

Y The President-elect and his party after 
their fatiguing journey of yesterday retired 
early. Every one passed a restfol night and 
arose about 8:80 o’clock this morning, 
thoroughly refreshed. Breakfast was served 
in their private dining-room about 9:30. The 
President-elect and Mrs. Cleveland were 
joined by all the other members of their 
party except Mr. and Mrs. Wilson. In the 
meantime the Senate Committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Ransom, Teller and Me- 
Pherson, had arrived and were 
waiting in the rotunda of the hotel, 
They were joined by members of the In- 
augural Committee, and as soon as it was 
announced that Mr. Cleveland would receive 
them they proceeded in a body to his apart- 
ments and explained to him what arrange- 
ments had been madefor his inauguration 
and invited him to make such suggestions as 
he might see fit. Mr. Cleveland expressed 
his appreciation of the thonghtfulness and 
care with which the arrangements had been 
made. He had nothing of importance to 
suggest to the committee and they withdrew, 

At 10:30 Mr, Cleveland, accompanied by his 
private secretary, Mr. Thurber, took a car- 
riage and drove to the White House to pay 
his respects to the President. 

About 200 persons were gathered on the 
portico and about the main entrance to the 
White House when Mr. Cleveland arrived 
there. The doors of the mansion were closed 
against the invasion of the general public 
until after the interview between the Presi 
dentand Mr. Cleveland, so that the lobby 
was not crowded and the latter had 
free ingress to the blue room, where 
the exchange of courtesies took 
place. As Mr. Cleveland’s carriage was 
brought to a standstill under the portico of 
the main entrance the crowd pressed closer

A LOUISIANA CYCLONE, 


Avoyelles Parish Suffers From Fury of 
Wind and Rain. ’ 

MARKSVILLE, La., March 8.—This parish 
(Avoyelles) was visited Thursday evening by 
a terrible cyclone, which left death and de- 
struction in its wake. Its general course was 
from west to northwest. Never in the his- 
tory of this parish has such destruction deen 
seen. Its path presents a scene which is in- 
deed pitiful ana which baffles description, 
Scattered timber and uprooted trees now 
mark the place where once large residences 
stood. In addition to the violence oi the 
wind was a rain, which poured in volumes 
for about two hours, It began with and was 
a part of the misfortune of the occasion, for 
all who were left homeless were exposed to 
it and sought to extricate those who were 
lying beneath the wreck. 

It is a strange fact that only two persons 
were killed, Maximillian Brouillelle and a 
child of Mr. Laberde, About forty persons 
were wounded, some seriously, while others 
are slightly hurt.

An Interesting Scene in the Dressing: 

Room at Haviin’s—Sullivan’s Sen:za- 
tiomal Speech From the Stage 
Mitchell a Clever Talker—McAuliffe 
and Not Mooney Fiunks. 


Pugilistically speaking there isa cessa- 

tion of hostilities between England and 
America, The strained relations that have 
for years existed between the two countries 
from a fistic standpoint are now at an end. 
Mr. Charles Mitchell of London, England, 
the premier of transatlantic fistiana and 
John Lawrence Sullivan, the uncrowned 
king of American fisticuffs, have entered into 
an entente ‘cordiale. For the first time in 
many years Englana’s boxing champion 
becomes a persona grato to a legion of 
people who still worship the Man 
From Boston“ as their King. It 
was not a truce, but a treaty that was en- 
acted, and it was a common enmity that 
brought the two men together. 

Jack McAuliffe acted as agent diplomat- 
ique’’ and played his cards skillfully, work- 
ing the whole thing up toa thrilling and 
‘Spectacular denouement. 

The grand public proclamation and ratif- 
cation of the peace proceedings occurred on 
the stage of Havlin's Theater yesterday 
afternoon. 

In the sparring scene of Sullivan’s play the 
ex-champion walked onthe stage hand in 
hand with sfitchell and Jack McAuliffe. When 

the audience had worked off the enthusiasm 
created by the unexpected sight, Sullivan 
advanced to the footlights and said: ‘‘Ladies 
and gentlemen, Mr. Mitchell and I have not 

been friends, nor have we spoken to one an- 
other formany years—not since our meeting 
in France—but to show him that there is no 
ill feeling against him in me because he hap- 
‘pened to be born on the other side of the 
water, I give him my hand in sincere friend. 
ship.“ With that the ex-champion gave 
Charley a pump-handled shake. Inthe roar 
of applause Sullivan lost his coolness, and 
stepping fomward, added: And in his com- 
Ing meeting my sympathies are with him, 
for as a sporting man, I don’t think 
Mr. Corbett is on the level. Mingled 
applause anc hisses greeted this startling 
announcement. ‘‘I can stand your hissing,’’ 
added Sullivan, with a deprecatory gesture 
as be retired. Ihen Mitchell—handsome, 
debonair—advanced to the footlights, star- 
tied but gratified by his hearty reception. 
thank you for this warm reception, said 
he, The events of this aftérnoon are very 
pleasing tome. Mr. Sullivan and I have not 
shaken hands since our meeting in Chantilly, 
but I bear him no i will, That meeting was 
purely a business affair. Ido not wish to ap- 
pear as trying to make myself big because of 
my match with the man who won from Sul- 
livan—not the Sullivan that I fought a 
draw with, because a severe sick- 
ness had made him a different man. 
As for that fight I did not goto Chantilly ex- 
pectingto whip him. The best I could hope 
for would be to keep out of his way and get 
a draw, and I succeeded. I felt flattered, for 
no man of my weight had ever doneso. Of 
course Sullivan, like some of us, occasion- 
ally makes a fool of himself by taking a little 
too much, but Ican say that as a man anda 
fighter his equal was never born. I don’t be- 
lieve he will ever be seen again. If I win 
from Corbett I hope Sullivan will challenge 
me, because I will forfeitto him and retire 
so that Sullivan can die champion of the 
world.“ 

Charley’s clever Onish brought tremendous 
cheers. Then Sullivan pushed Jack Me- 
Auliffe forward, and in a Slain, blunt fashion 
the lightweight said: ‘‘I never made a 
Speech in my life. I was never whipped in 
my life, and I hope I never will.“ As the 
three men stood hand in hand, bowing, Sui- 
livan said: Here we stand united, three 
friends.’’ ‘Then Sullivan and Dwyer went on 
with their boxing match. 

The first meeting between the former foes 
took place in the dressing-room of the the- 
ater. Jack McAuliffe brought Mitchell, 
Squire Abingdon and his secretary, W. G. 
Baly, over to the theater, where they sat in 
aboxthrough the second act. Then they 
went back of the scenes to see John. Charley 
was the first tospeak, and he advanced and 
gave his hand to his former foe without a 
trace ot embarrassment. Well, it’s along

John, eyeing his former opponent. ‘‘Yes, 
athletically, Inever felt better in my life. 
That bit of time I did put me on my feet. Oh, 
but that wasaspell,’’ put in Charley, as the 
recollections of Pentonville came back to 
him. Then he gotupand showed John how 
he worked the treadmill, ‘‘lt’s like climbing 
the golden stairs. You think you’re going 
higher, but you’re not. Thenthefeed. Why 
leat my eighteen ounces of bread dry be- 
cause water makes you hungry.

ing. While introducing McAuliffe tothe au- 
dience, Manager Fiato stated that he had 
been matched with Mike Mooney. In answer 
to repeated cries for Mooney, Mike came out 
and announced that while he expected to put 
on the gloves with the champion, now that 
he had been matched to fight him, 
he could not afford to do so. McAuliffe 
and Nelson then went on and the audience 
were tickled to death over what followed. 
During the afternoon atthe Sullivan- Mitchell 
meeting both McAuliffe and Nelson had filled 
up considerably, and the first round of the 
set-to excited both men. in the second 
round both went in for it, in give and take 
order, and it was all Manager Flato could do 
to separate them after the curtain went 
down, The same condition of affairs took 
place in the last round. Afterward 
McAuliffe, accompanied — Mitchell, 
started out to make a matc with Mike 
Mooney. Ihe latter was awaiting McAuliffe 
in Manager Butler’s office, and the articles 
calling fora contest within eight weeks for 
$2,500 a side and the best purse offered 
by any responsible club were speedily 
drawn up. The question of weight then came 
up and Mitchell, on behalf of ».cAuliffe, in- 
sisted on 185, give or take two pounds. 
Mooney, however, insisted upon standing by 
his original demand, 133, give or take 2 pounds. 
This angered McAuliffe and Mitchell and 7

In this 
respect he has stated his limit and McAuliffe 
should stand by his agreement and accept it. 
He stated that he would fight at whatever 
welght Mooney wanted and his stand last 
night was a flunk pureand simple. His talk 
about meeting Mooney in prigate at catch 
weights for $3,000 a side within the next ten 
days is all rot, If he really wants to fight he 
should have agreed to stand by what he said 
he would. His action last night was not the 
first occasion he failed to come to time when 
called down. It will de remembered he 
flunked on Billy Myer once, and Jim Carney 
had him ali but whipped when 
his friends interfered and robbed 
the Enulisbiman of the contest. Dick Burge 
was willing enough to meet him last fail, but 
he got out of a fight in some manner and 
Burge returned home diswusted. Now Mc- 
Aulitfe claims to be the champion of cham- 
pion lizhtweights, and it is surely not asking 
too much of him to uphold the title and meet 
Mooney, when all the latter wants is a fight 
atthe lightweight limit. Mooney’s willing. 
ness to give the champion two pounds above 
the ligutweight limit makes NcAuliffe’s stand 
all the more unfavorable.

On the same 
night and onthe same stage Goddard beat 
Wm. Buck, a big, strong 8 pugilist, in 
two rounds. Goddard defeated Charley Dunn 
for £100 and 45 per cent of the gate money 
in thirteen rounds. Owen Sullivan made a 
fresh match with his conqueror and was 
easily beaten again. In June, 1890, Luke 
Keegan succumbed to the rusher in eight 
rounds. shen came the fight of the Barrier 
man’s life with Mick“ Dooley, the great 
heavy weight of the antipodes, whom he de- 
feated June 25, 1890, in twenty-one rounds. 
Australian Joe fought Peter Jackson an 
eight-round draw. Peter had agreed to 
Knock out Goddard in eight rounds. Goddard 
met Choynskitwice and on each occasion 
the American was horribly whipped in four 
rounds. Thentherusher knocked out Tom 
Lees. The Australian then came to this 
country, where he arrived on the 12th of 
May, in 1892, commencing his slaughter of 
Americans almost as soon as he landed. He 
met and whipped big Joe McAuliffe on the 
30th of June 57 the same year in fifteen 
rounds. Next came the Billy!“ Smith 
match, and Goddard won that easily in nine 
rounds. Goddard and Butler, the Philadel- 

nan, then hada fight, but Butler was not 
nit. The last man to succumb to the rusher 
was Irish Peter Maher, who was beat in 
three rounds.

Reports of Fight'nganiof Terrible zru- 
talities on Non-Combatants, 


MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, March 3.—Advices 
from Rio Grande do Sul are that the Federals 
have armed men outside the city of San 
Ugento. They propose to make a dash into 
the city. There has been fighting outside of 
Santa Ana, which has been favorable to the 
Federal troops. In the beselging army there 
were 3,000 weli-armed men, while the de- 
fenders of the city numbered 1,000. More 
de‘ections from the Government troops have 
been reported. The 6th Cavalry, stationed 
at Artigas, went over to the Federals in a 
body. 

Troops which had been sent in pursnit of 
Gen. Tavarez have returned to Bage. Tava- 
rez is on the road to Santa Ana to assist 
Saravia. It is reported that the Federals in 
Santa Ana are short of arms and are setting 
fire to the property of Castilhistas. 

News has also been received confirming 
the report of the fall of San Pedriuta. The 
Federals under Gen. Tavares took the city. 
Inthe engagement 800 of the Government 
troops were killed. Recruits are being hur- 
ried from all parts of the provinceto both 
armies. 

Atrocious criminalities are reported on the 
part of Gen. Isidoro, one of the Government 
officers, who kills women and children asa 
sort of pastime. 

Revolution has again broken out in Cor- 
rientes. This time the leader of the opposi- 
tion is not Known, but it is learned that they 
have obtained arms and artillery pieces.

The chief demand for wheat was for the Mediterra- 
nean. Stocks in the interior were large and it was 
believed that unless foreign markets improved 
holders could not much lon er hold out. The stocks 
at 14 ports and 16 inland centers in Russia on Jan 
132, are officially given as follows: Wheat, 26,400 
000 bu, and rye, 3,360,000 bu. At Odessa the pres- 
ent stock of wheat is 5.000.000 bu, against 4.200, 
000 bu last year. and 10,000,000 bu in 891. 


The report on the foreign crops as made to the 
Departinentof Agriculture are as follows: Great 
Britain—The weather during January was favorable 
for winter grain. In the northern parts and in 
Scotland the fields have been protected by snow, 
and no serious damage occurred. Milder weather 
pre vails now, and an increased yield per acre Is pre- 
dicted. The severe weather has destroyed the held 
root crops, chiefly turnips, upon which farmers — 
pend largely for the subsistence of their floeks and 
herds, and this has produced a stronger demand for 
oats and maize for feeding, In France the area 
sown is abot equal to last vear’s and the outlook is 
better than atthe end of December, the condition 
of winter crops being regarded as satisfactory. In 
Germany the snow fall has been general and condi- 
tions are favorable fora full yield. In Austria-Hun- 
gary the prospects are rather better for a full crop 
than at the ena of December and are on the whole 
encouraging. In Italy there are assurances of an 
average yield, and no serious complaints are made. 
In Denmark a full av erage Crop may de 
expected. In Kussia, except in the extreme 
Southern parts, the snowilall hasbeen most favora- 
ble tothe autumn sowings, aud [little damage has 
aecrued. Tne plentiful rainfall and ample covering 
afforded by the snow have operated toimprove the 
prospects, and few complaints of injury are made, 
and the success of 1893 is considered assured. In 
India 5 per cent more area wassown in the North- 
west provinces, but in Punjab the area is 6.512.700 
acres, or below the average of the last five years. In 
the Central provinces the area is latger than usual, 
Conditions are good, but final resultc depend upon 
the winter rains.
